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Committee Wants Boycott Feb. 10 



On Wednesday at 4 o'clock the 
General Council of the Students' 
Genera! Association (SGA) will be 
asked to support a one-day mor- 
atorium of classes protesting the 

$100 tuition hike , to be held two 
weeks from Thursday* 

The tactic of a one-day morat- 
orium was suggested by the 
External Affairs committee of the 
SGA. They arc also hoping to 
mobilize students for picketing 
local government offices and 
petitioning the community* As 
well the committee hopes that 
students and the community will 
attend a mass mooting on campus. 

The committee will be asking 
the SGA Council for a budget of 
about $400 In order to publicize 
the boycott and other activities. 
The committee Is planning to pain 
community support through contacts 
with various groups: trade unions, 
Tenants Associations, £lh nic 
organisations, Teachers, religious 
groups, high school students, local 
riding associations, and of course 



the university community. 

The campaign protesting the 
$100 tuition hike is in co-ordination 
with other Student Councils across 
the province. Impetus for the 
campaign and the central co-or- 
dinating group Is the Ontario 
Federation of Students (OFS). 

At an External Affairs Commit- 
tee meeting last week heated 
discussion about the kind of action 
that should be taken occurred. 

OFS has suggested a half-day 
moratorium (although their press 
release does not suggest this). 
Nearly all committee members 
thought that this was a poor Idea 
and quickly decided (hat if a 
moratorium or boycott were to Ik? 
held that It would be an all-day 
affair. 

Various tactics were suggested 
for the day. Bill Bradley sug- 
gested that students occupy some 
part of the campus or a local 
government office. Shevket Gocher, 
University College (U.C.) rep- 
resentative on the SGA was the 



main proponent of the one day 
moratorium. Marianne Prlngle, 
the local O.F.S. field worker, 
suggested that there could bo a 
number of successive actions, 
including an occupation, leading up 
to the moratorium. 

Gocher also said that there Itad 
to be more than just a boycott. 
"Asking people to stay home wilt 
not change anything." He then 
suggested the other tactics 
(petitioning, the mass meeting and 
picketing). 

Norm RaJnvllle, vice-president 
of ['Association des Etudiants 
FrancophonrS said that "we have 
to frustrate the students. We can 
do that in three ways; by tiocldng 
the Library, the Pub or the caf- 
eteria. Then they will be forced 
to listen." 

Kim Doyle said that any action 
suggested by the commute could 
not be passive. "We have to give 
them something to do that's 
tangible". 

Not all of the people at the 



meellng thought militancy would 
work. "The student is only hurting 
himself, said Senator Mark Jones, 
"a Iwycott doesn't a/fect the person 

you want to attack." Ho said 

that the committee should con- 
centrate on community support. 
"Wo should go to the labour 
groups, the people who represent 
the lower class." 

SGA President Richard Hoffman 
stated that he didn't think a boy- 
cott would work. "Commerce 
and Science students are auto- 
matically left out." Even Gocher 
felt that student support wouldn't 
be that high. "Only 30-40% of the 
students villi take part. We know 
that. Out we lave to focus the 
day on education." 

Bradley said tliat the whole idea 
of a moratorium sounded like 
another National Students' Day. 
However his idea of occupying 
something had little support. 

Eventually the committee 
decided to support Gocher's plan 
of a moratorium with alternatives 



offered to students for the protest 
day. 

Dlscussl on then centred on 
activities leading up to the day. 
The committee is planning to 
leaflet students and possibly the 
community. They are also waiting 
for special Information packets 
formed by OFS to distribute to 
the community groups. There is 
also hope that one day before the 
moratorium the students will be 
able to tie up the local radio talk 
shows. 

One small hitch may affect the 
committee's plans. What If the 
S.G.A. doesn't give their support 
to the boycott? Nobody really 
knows what will happen, although 
they are hopeful the action could 
still be carried out. "It's a fact 
that the S.G.A. doesn't always 
agree with the External Committee" 
said Gocher. 

Students are asked to attend the

entatives. 
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Students Protest Poor Library Hours 



"I think It's great!" That was 
one librarian's comment about a 
small sit-in by 25 people at the 
Library on Friday evening. The 
people were protesting the early 
colosing times of the University 
library. 

The occupation lasted only 
a half hour but the students made 
their point. Ashley Thomson, 
a librarian In the Reserve and 
Periodicals department, engaged 
in some lively discussion on the 
role of the library. 

Not all students were impres- 
sed with Ihe action. Two transla 
tors said that they had stayed be- 
cause they were still working. 
"Nobody threw us out". Another 
student commented "This Is the 
worst organized thing I've ever 
seen." Several other people 
expressed a similar point of 
view* 



Last November a petition 
demanding longer hours tn the 
library gathered 400 signatures 
and was presented to the Library 
Committee. 

At last Thursday's Senate 
meeting, l'AEF Senator Richard 
Thoorot asked what action had 
been taken on tho petition, cidef 
librarian Andrzej H. MrozewsU 
said that the budget couldn't 
accomodate the adddltlonal hours. 
He stated that tho Library had * 
conducted and experiment Just 
before exam time. The library 
was kept open Friday nights but 
apparently nobody came. 
Mrozewskl said that the Library 
would be kept open later during 
the ne t set of exams. 

Thomson, in talking with the 
students during the protest made 

many of the same points* "Look 
I support longer hours but the test

work. I lave to look at it from 

a cost/ benefit point of view." 

Students pointed out that the 

publicity for tho extended hours 

at tho end of Decemyer had t*»eo. 

very poor. "How can you expect 

people to use it (the library) if 

nobody knows about the extended 

hours." Thomson agreed that 

the publicity had left a lot to be 

desired. 

Thomson said "The Ideal is 



to have the Library open all the 

time but there are certain hours 

in the day when there's nobody 

here." 

"If people want to use tho library 

under longer library hours. Not 

Just the people who signed the 

petition but everybody." The 

students also s aid that a dollar * 
value can't be placed on a student's 

studying, "how can you judge It?" 
They said that even if only one 

student was using the library It 



was being used. 

"The budget we have been 
allowed can't afford longer hours," 
said Thomson, "the University 
and universities generally are 1 
giving libraries the short shrift. 
We always get the argument that 
there's not enough money. Well 
the universities should start 
giving libraries more money 
And if they don't have It then the 
Ontario government should start 
giving it!" 



TORONTO (CUP) Ontario 
student loaders have called a 
province wide half-day morator- 
ium on classes for Feb. 10 to 
protest against the recently In- 
cresed tuition fees. 

The moratorium will culmin- 
ate a four part * publicity cam- 
paign aimed at students* the 
public, politicians and the media. 

The action was approved Jan. 
15 at an emergency meeting of 
the Ontario Federation of Stud- 
ents (OFS) at the University of 
Toronto. Student presidents 
from 13 of Ontario's 15 Universi- 
ties and from six community col 

leces voted In favor of fighting 
tuition hikes, announced by the 

provincial government In Nov., 



which would increase university 
foes by 100 dollars and those of 
community colleges by ^5 dollars. 

"Wo have to act and wo have 
to act now," said Gary Wolls rep- 
resenting tho University of Windsor 
where students voted G7% in favour 
of a full day moratorium Jan. 21. 

Wells' call was echoed by 
UofT Students Administrative 
Council (SAC) delegate and na»- 
ionalUnlon of Students Rep., (| 
John Doherty who said, "The 
students across Ontario are 
against these tuition Increases 
and They're waiting for us to 
provide leadership." 

The emergency plenary was 
called after Dec. 10 meeting with 
minister of colleges and universi- 



ties Harry Parrott, who told the 

student representatives the gov- 
ernment's stand was inflexible 
despite the presentation of a 
25,000 signature petition against 

the hikes. 

Some of the delegates were 
reluctant to endorse the campaign 
whicn includes mass student meet- 
ings, soliciting support from la- 
bour, community and church groups 
plus letter writing * campaign 
to politicians and newspapers. 

Poter Corcoran, vice-pres- 
ident of tho St. Michael's College 
student council, told the meeting 
working people out on the assem- 
bly lines think students go to 
cotlego for two reasons: mari- 
juana and sex . 



Several delegates salo a 
campaign toncentrating solely on 
the fee hike could be misinter- 
preted by the public. But Hugh 
Christy, Queen's student vice 
president and OFS executive 
member said the community cam- 
paign would succeed. 

"H's blatantly obvious— the 
poor support the universities with 
their tax dollars and they're not 
allowed in." he said. 

If the campaign Is succcssfoi 
student leaders hope totobby tho 
provincial legislature and ^ave 
an effect on the next provincial 

election. 

While supportive of the cam- 
paign, U of T SAC commissioner 
Phil Ryan i urged caution. 



"I'm not sure wo can afford 
to fall," he said reminding dele- 
gates that success depends on 
gaining support form the public. 
Others were more adamant 
calling on each Institution to 
Initiate referedna on the question 

"Let's show some financial 
responsibility and accept tho 

$100 increase and say *'That'S 
it. it goes no further, wo don't 
accept any additional increases." 
"Why the hell should we ac- 
cept the increase?" Why should 
students in Ontario have the 
highest tuition fees in Canada?" 
questioned Hick Hoffman, Lauren- 
tian University student president. 
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LAVAL UNIV, 
STRIKE SETTLED 



QUEBEC CITY (CUP)-- A four 
month strike by Laval University 
professors, which cancelled 
classes for 25,000 students, has 
ended with faculty making con- 
siderable gains in their demands. 

After 18 months of bargaining 
and the longest strike at a^y 
Canadian university, the faculty 
union voted 85 per cent Dec, 23 
to approve a contract that pro- 
vides a 34 per cent wage hike as 
well as a grievance procedure, 
job security, a sabbatical leave 
system, a salary structure and 
increased decision-making 
power in the university. 

3udents began the first of 
two thirteen week terms jan.ll. 
Classes will extend to early July. 
instead of the usual mid-April, 
to makeup lost time. 

The long and bitter struggle 



revolved around academic free- 
dom and faculty involvement in 
university decision-making. 
Throughout the 16-week shutdown 
administration charged the union 
with Illegal picketing and strong- 
arm tactics. 

Under the new contract, 
grievances about tenure, pro- 
motions and non-renewal of 
professor contracts will be 
arbitrated by an Internal com- 
mittee composed of union ano 
university representatives, 
union president Joel de la Noue 
said In a recent interview. 

The former committee, 
chaired by the university vice 
-rector, gave unfair consider- 
ation to grievances from several 
professors whose contracts were 
not renewed the union said. 

The new agreement provides 
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full Job security by disallowing 
the firing of tenured faculty, 
although Ihoy must agree to 

changes in Job description, said 

<le la Noue, Position cannot be 
removed without departmental 

approval he added. 

Along with the wage Increase, 
a salary structure was agreed 
upon which will equalize current 
disparities between professors 
of similar rank and experience, 
the union president noted* 

During the dispute faculty 
argued that the university's lack 
of minimum and maximum sal- 
aries or rules governing them, 
led to considerable variations 
between equally qualified pro- 
fessors* 

The contract also establishes 
departmental committees to dis- 
cuss working conditions, and 
hiring and assigning of depart- 
mental tasks In response to union 
complaints that professors were 
virtually powerless In the 
university structure. 

Despite the favorable settlement 
the union has an $800,000 debt 
for strike pay and, as a result, 
union dues will Increase by about 
$G0O over the next IB months for 
each member. Donations from 
faculty unions across the country 
are expected to slice almost 

$70,000 off the debt* 

According to university rector 
Larkin Kerwjn, the cancellation 
of agriculture and forestry re- 
search for the strike's duration 
was the greatest loss* He added 
the university faces a deficit 
this year because of extra ex- 
penses incurred during the strike* 

Kerwln said a study done for 
the university showed that en- 
rollment in the coming term will 
drop 10 per cent but that half of 
those students will return in 
September. The decrease will 
mean lost revenue he said. 

Andrew Wake, a representative 
of the Laval student association 
which supported the professors, 
said the faculty struggle was the 
same as that facing students. 
He said both students and pro- 
fessors are belm? attacked by the 
provincial government through 
budget cutbacks, centralization 
and deterioration of study and 
working conditions*

"Sure I'm happy. I wouldn't be hero 
If I Wasn't." That was the comment 
of Laurentlan's new president Dr. 
Henry nest in an interview here 
last Friday. 

Best who will tw assuming office 
on July t w-is on the first of many 
familiarization visits during which 
he will try to get to know the Univer- 
sity community better. 

Senate recommended to the Board 
of Governor's "that Dr. H.M. Best be 
appoint e<l President of Laurentian 
University effective July 1, 1977 for 
a term of five years and as a full 
professor wjth tenure In the Depart- 
ment of History/* At their regular 
meeting 1" Doeem!>er. The motion 
nominating Rest was passed by a vote 
of 20 in favor with 5 against. There 
wore three abstentions. 

Host stated "! was very happy with 
the support from Senate and consider 
it a mandate to carry on". He was 
asked how he felt about the fact 
that three of the dtsseutinp votes had 
com? from the three S.G.A. senators. 
They Hail voted against him for several 
reasons including the fact thai they 
felt th* proceedure for choosing a 
President had been too fast and that 
Best hadn't given a "straight answer' 
to their questions. Best said that "it 
(the proceedure) was fast for me* tco, 
in it Senate approver! the timetable. 
Both groups were forewarned*" 
On the second point Pest stated he felt 
he had answered the questions" 
straightforwardly" but that "It's 
hard for a person who knows as 
little about the university as I do to 
be able to five precise answers, Tnotjgh 
1 ran understand their reasoning." 

Best was asked to comment on his 
view of the decision-making structures 
here at Laurentian. "I'm not opposed 
to the particular system you have here 
and I certainly don't consider my appoint 
meat a mandate to turn the place upside 
down*" 

He said "1 want to pet my feet wet and

When asked about the vote of 

students in policy decisions he 
voiced the opinion that "There

ative action on raising funds." He 
also said, "I think the government 
wilt protably reconsider their Visa 
Student policy*" Best who has been 

involved with the progressive 
Conservative party was asked if 
he had some inside Information 
but said "No I have the same in* 
formation as you but l think with the 
number of Universities considering 
not charging the fee the government 
will have to re-examine their 
position. The government made the 
decision for political reasons and 
at the lime they wore on pretty 
sound ground." 

We asked Best If he foresaw 
more community involvement in the 
structures of the University now that 
the University was asking for 
community support* "Yes. I see a 
role for the community but I don't 
know how this could be done* There 
ire many diverse opinions and you 
can't raise the people's expecta- 
tions about what we can and can't 
do. It's a matter of educating the 
public* We should be able to 
follow-up on what they would like 
us to do . That's not easy*" Best 
pointed to the example of whether 
a certain program would be better 
served by the community college 
rather than Laurentian." There 
has to be co-ordination with other

When talking about community 
fund-raising Best expressed (lie 
view that "Laurentian should 

consider looking forward to more 
fund-raising campaigns. But the 

community has to know what the 
funds are for and how the commun- 
ity could benefit."

istration against the Pub account. 
The Pub was never charged rent 
until this year. That accounts 

for $C,000* Another $5,000 is 
being charged for "administrative 
costs". As well last March the cost 
of beer was raised by the province 
but this increase was never 
reflected in consumer prices. 

The Director of Services, Paul 
Menard! who is responsible for 
the Pub administration stated that 
a number of administrators spend 
time down in the Pub to ensure that 
everything is operating smoothly* 
lie himself spends a number of 
hours each week on Pub business* 
As well Norm Rolette, Head of 
Security spends a lot of time there, 
and tho University Accounting 
Office does the books for the Pub. 
Tho accountants also double-check 
the Pub's inventory to make sure 
Lappas Brothers (the managers 



of the P-jb) aren't ripping the Put) 
off* Menard said that if tie charged 
the Pub for the actual amount of 
time spent rather than on a flat rate 
he was sure it would amount to 
more than $3,000. 

Terry Caruccl, S.G.A. Treasurer 
and a fourth-year Commerce student 
said that she had never heard of 
such a eharc-haek accounting 
proceedure and had asked a 
professor about It* According to 
him t he re Is no such mot hod of 
accounting. Menard said that all 
departments under his administra- 
tion were charged this administra- 
tive cost* (Other areas under his 
jurisdiction Include Food Services, 

lite Bookstore, the IBesidences ? 

(U.C. Single Students and 
Married students) as well as 

Security* 

Phil Popovich, at that time, 
S.G*A. Vice-President said 
that "These extra costs were 
completely arbitrary." He said 




he could understand the rental 
charge but not the administrative 
WtL" What would those guys be 
doing if they weren't working on 
Pub business. It's just another 
part of their duties*" 



Nonetheless the price has 
Increased, prlunrily because 
of these extra costs.

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BAREFOOT DOCTORS OF CHINA 

On Friday, January 14th , Dr. Peter flew of the University of 
Toronto presented a fll*on the Barefoot Doctors of China. He 
had been alon* on the trip to China wherfltane LI w*s producing 
the film for her Master's degree* Dr. New told us of his birth 
In China and how in 1948 he had been working in Shanghai inspect- 
ing various public health facilities. He saw the rough! and filth of 
everything and was still under the control of the national bourgeoi- 
sie. He toft China soon after and has held various university pos- 
itions in North America since. Twenty-five years had passed 
before he returned to China with the film team. He noted that 
though many traditional ways remained due to the older people 
ani the particular agricultural orientation ot the country, there 
had been m?ch revolution in the way things w>re done. 

The aim depicted the revolution in n>-dicine although in Its 
final minutes the viewer^ Western values are played upon to create 
the feeling that although great advances have been made in China, 
it is nothing like wonderful North America. It was s^own that the 
Chinese had incorporated Western medicine into their system while 
making inovatlve use of ther traditional medicines such as accu- 
puncture and herbal remedies. 

As a result of a directive from Chairman Mao during, the 
great Proletarian Cultural Revolution which urged the stress on 
rural areas, 20% of the urban health personel were relocated to 
serve the people of the rural areas. Local traing of the Barefoot 
Doctors took fi •• •■■■ at a rapid rate. The name 'Barefoot Doctor' 
:*ymbolizes the kinship between the peasants and the doctors. These 
doctors continue to spend a small percentage of their time working 
in the fields. Their experience and the comunity need determine the 
amount of medicine they practice. In more isolated areas % Dare- 
foot Doctors perform minor operations and closer to district hos- 
pitals they primarily dispense drugs and practice preventative 
medicine techniques. Their formal clinical training usually takes 
about two years. They are selected from the comunity by its 
inhabitants and after a number of years as a Barefoot Doctor may 
go on to more formal training to become a medical doctor.

New '^posed the spools of red tape which would inhibit the develop- 
ment of a truly advanced system of heaJth care In NorthAroerica 
on began to wonder just which society was 'controlled' The answer 
became clear; Chinese society Is controlled such that scientific 
or sociological advances benefit the masses of the people and 
North American society is controlled such that these advances 
benefit capital and tho^e who do nothing but own capital.

CANADA: ALLY TO THE CHILEAN DICTATORSHIP 



Chile's bnxtai military dictatorship, after three years In power, 
now appears lo bo firmly In control ... thanks to friends like Canada. 
The S3H0 million investment of Noranda Mines Ltd. of Toronto, 
the $125 million loan of a consortium of banks including llio Royal 
Bank of Canida, the Toronto Dominion Dank and the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, and the recent us o of the port of Montreal as a conduit for 
U.S. arms shipments to Chile have bolstered Pinochet's regime and 
have established Canada as an ally. And an invaluable ally at that. 
Since seizing power in September 1973 the military junta led by 
General Augiisto Pinochet has campaigned hard (o attract foreign 
investment in the face of obvious economic instability and wide- 
spread criticism of Chile's repressive economic, social and 
political policies* But with little success. The reports of the 
International txxilcs such as the United Nations, the International 
Labour Organization and the World Council of Churches, have 
kept international attention focussed on the nnparallelled repres- 
sion of human rights and ttie brutal elimination of opposition to 
the rename, with the result that many Western countries have 
refused to deal with junta. Britain and Scandinavia last year 
would not reschedule Chile's heavy foreign debt and there is 
speculation that this year France and West Germany will follow 
suit. Many transnational corporations have rejected Chile on the 
grounds of economic Instability and an inflation rate hovering 
above 300 r ; , and even the international lending agencies like 
the World Bank have proceeded hesitantly due to international 
criticism of participation with such a brutal regime. 

But not Canada. Canadian corporations, Canadian t>anks and 
the Canadian government are more than willing to close their eyes 
to repression and give the Chilean junta an economic and moral 
boost that it entrenching it still more firmly In power,

UN Resolution backs South African Struggle for liberation. 
At the 31st session of the United Nations General Assembly, 
attention was turned to the situation In South Africa* Backed by 
the people of South Africa and democratic people throughout the 
world, the UN called on all nations to step up the arms embargo 
and economic sanctions against the country. The assembly accuseo 
South Africa of blatent racism resulting In the deaths and injuries 
of hundreds of blacks including children engaged in peaceful 
protest against the regime. It also condemned Its aggression 
against other African independent states such as Angola and notec" 
that in flagrant disregard of UN security resolutions, had been 
supplying arms to the illegal regime in Rhodesia. It was during 
this session that the UN recognized the rlcht of the South African 
people to revert to arms In order to rid themselves of this 
oppressive situation.

"I can't see why the good 
things that Chris has done for the 
ISO were totally forgotten f 
stated Sally Modess an active 
member of the International 
Student's Organization. 

She is referring to the pres- 
ident of the organization. Chris 
Stud hoi me, who has been severely 
criticized by several other ISO 
members. 

The controversy arises main- 
ly out of discontent with a 
number of Studholme's actions. 
Dave Fluri, chairman of the last 
ISO meeting held on Dec* 5 ex- 
pressed it this way: "They are 
dissatisfied with the way Stud hoi me 
conducted himself. They felt that 
ho wasn't representing the best 
Interests of the foreign students." 

Studholme has tweri accused of 
of thrcaenlng certain foreign 
students with leportation and at- 
tempting to eliminate at least one- 
person from the organization, 
accusations lie made no attempt 
to deny. The deportation threats 
made to both Ma ran Mahabir- 
slngh and Lincoln Bethel were 
these; " I'll have you track in 
Trinidad pounding salt" and 
"You'd better be careful or you 
could be pounding the turf In the 
Bahamas." The person Studhoi me 
attempted to eliminate from the 
ISO Is Ronnie Leah, a vocal pro- 
ponent of a political party 

with extreme left-wing views. 

Studholme maintained that 
there was a concerted attempt 
by Leah and some of her assoc- 
iates to infiltrate the ISO. "It 
was not something that was plan- 
ned down on paper, but rather it 
was a deliberate attempt to man- 
ipulate the organization to their 
own ends." 

The woman, according to 
Studholmet, dominated the moot- 
kings and attempted to convert 

the ISO Into a politically active 
organization, a move he fiercely 
oppposed. "The organization 
will remain objective politically, 
ho maintained. 

A split In the membership 
occurred. One faction, spear- 
headed by Ronnie Leah, Lincoln 
Bethel and Cilve Griffith wanted 
the organization to take a political 
.stand on Issues like the tuition 
fee Increase to foreign students, 



and racism. The faction that 
Chris Studholme and the execu- 
tive represent felt that the t SO 
should remain, in the words of 
Sally Modess, 'educational and 
social In its nature.' 

The purpose of the ISO, accord- 
ing to Modess Is 'to get the 
foreign students and the campus 
students socially involved. They 
planned trips, guest speakers 
and other social events.' 

'Foreign students have needs 
which are peculiar to themselves 
only', stated Ktngslcy Gilliam, 
who believes that the ISO's role 
should l>e broader than just social. 
'They have peculiar problems 
like immigration regulations, 
work, social adjustments, and 
financial problems. The ISO 
should provide information and 
services to those people.* 

According to CM^e Griffith, 
the ISO is a 'platform whereby 
the various cultures and religious 
asperatious can be expressed and 
understood.' He said that through 
the ISO, 'w> can share our ways 
of life wit h Canadian students 
ami enhance what the government 
calls mnltl-culturalism/ 

All of these persons interviewed, 
without exception, felt that the 
ISO's role should be basically a 
social and cultural one. 

One major criticism of the 
ISO executive, Is that no organ- 
ization meetings have been called 
since December 5th. This Ins 
paved the way for charges and 
counter-charges being blown up 
wit of all proportion to the Issues 
Involved. 

Last week, liaran Mahabirslngh, 
spokesman for a group of ISO 
members opposing Studholme, 
sent a letter to the organization 
president, reminding him of his 
promise made at the Decern bcr 
meeting to hold a further meeting 
before the cud of January. 'We 
trust that you will hold true to 
your word and convene such a 
meeting at your earliest possible 
convenience before the 31st of 
this month.' The full text of the 
letter appears In the letters 
section. At the next meeting, it 
is almost certain that a motion 
of confidence in the executive 
will bo put to the membership. 

Studholme's attempts to elim- 
inate Ronnie Leah from the or- 
ganization have precipitated the 
entire dispute. Although the 
executive agreed with his con- 
viction that Leah was a disrup- 
tive influence, they did not back 
him up publicly when he came 



under fire. All refused to comment 
when approached by a Lambda 
reporter. 

'Chris is guilty of conduct un- 
becoming of a president', slated 
CHw Griffith with reference to 
his threatening of students and 
his attempts at eliminating Leah. 

'Chris* harping on the theme 
that ISO was being infiltrated 
actually did the greater damage', 
stated Lincoln Bethel. 'One 
member of (that group) wanted 

to provide input as a person.' 

Both Fluri and Gilliam charged 
that Studholme had complained lo 
the administration about Leah's 
employ with the university, (she 
teaches an extension course In 
Blind River) because of tier 
communist perspective, 'The 
nature of the organization dic- 
tates that he try to understand 
other Ideologies', stated Fluri. 
A further charge Bethel arti- 
culated: 'He wanted ISO to he 
non-political, but he interjected 
his own political Ideas, while 
rejecting others/ 

MIe speaks of marxism as 
tHJlng subjective', stated Clive 
Griffith, and then pointed out that 

Studholme invited Rodriguez(an 
NOP member of parliament) to 
speak. 

One last sentiment that several 
of the foreign students in the ISO 
expressed was that they felt they 
should run the organization. 'if 
they cannot,they don't deserve to 
have It, hit this doesn't exclude 
the participation of Canadian 
students,' stated Griffith. 

With reference to Studholme, 
Bethel said: '1 worked closely 
with him during the summer, and 
t thought that he would be alright 
- he had plans for the organization. 
But they all fell through, even 
International Week has been post- 
poned. Nothing has been done/ 
In response Sally Modess said, 
'wt've already had several guest 
speakers, and at least four social 
engagements so far this year. 
There probably would have been 
more if it wasn't for tlds dispute/ 
She defends the president saying 
she thinks he handled the situation 
as best he could, 'The majority 
of ttie ISO members didn't wont 
Leah and her politics involved. 
So an action was taken. Then they 
all turned around and Jumped down 
Chris' throat/ 

The ISO executive will be re- 
leasing a statement next week, 
according to Studholme. The date 
for ttie next meeting will he 
determined by that time. 



Visa Tuition Fee Battle at U. of A. 



EDMONTON (CUP) « The 
University of Alberta and the 
provincial government are squar- 
ing off for a battle this spring 
over differential fees for visa 
students, the outcome of which may 
challenge the autonomy of the 
province's universities. 

The university's board of gov- 
ernors, which voted Dec. 3 to 
oppose the government's pro- 
posed two-tier fee structure has 

received notice from minister of 
advanced education Dr. pert Hohot 
that fee hikes will be imposed 

despite the decision. 

Hohol wrote board chair Eric 
Geddes Dec. 10 reiterating a re- 
quest that the hoard recommend 
the implementation of differential 
fees even though its vote of re- 
jection tncluded a demand for fur- 
ther Information before recon- 
sideration. 

Geddes wrote back Dec. 22 re- 
questing the Government to make 
a specific proposal. 

There Is 'no rational process 
by wliich we (the board) can de- 



termine a fair or reasonable dif- 
ferential fee,' Geddes wrote in 
asking the minister to recommend 
the size of the differential and to 
whom St would apply. 

When Hohol introduced the two 
-tier proposal last Vay he put the 



onus on colleges and universities 
to suggest the hike. Since then 
several community colleges as 
well as the universities of Calgary 
and Lethbrldge have recommended 
increases ranging from ir>0 to 300 
per cent.

OTTAWA (CUP)-- Although the 
newspaper advertisements say 
Young Canada Works is a summer 
employment program for students, 
officials with the department of 
manpower and immigration admit 
they don't expect to see many 
students apply directly for the $30 
million available* 

instead It will be up to established 
social agencies to sponsor a project 
which will bo funded by the govern- 
ment with students paid the minimum 

provincial wage &i<i ,l * rwl through 
the existing student manpower 
centres in their areas. 

Young Canada Works Is man- 
power and Immigration minister 
Pud Cullen's answer to the defunct 
Opportunities for Youth program 
which provided money for groups 
of students to plan and carry oat 
community projects during the 

sunnier. 

Cullen says Young Canada Works 

•will be oriented to the interests 

and aspirations of young Canadians' 

but the national secretary of the 

National Union of Students (WS) 
says 'This (program) Is exactly 



what students don't want* Dan 
O'Connor says students want to 
be part of a year-round activity. 

'They don't want a job as a 
summer fun thing*, he said. 
O'Connor says the program will 
only be useful in giving students 
'fringe skills*. 

Young Canada Works was un- 
veiled In a debate on the throne 

speech October 21, 197G as part of 
a year-round employment program 
called Canada Works, costing $200 
million, in that debate Cullen said 
ho hoped to see 21,000 Jobs created 
in the summer program which 'will 
have many of the same basic features 
as the year-round program'. Those 
features, creating Jobs in areas not 
now covered by the private sector 
community input In project selec- 
tion and allotment of funds in re- 
lation to the degree of unemployment 
in the area will also be part of 
Young Canada Works. 

The summer program will con- 
sist of projects from six to 14 
weeks in duration with a federal 
allocation of not more thai 525,000 
and minimum wage salaries for 



students ranging from $106 in 
Ontario to $120 in Saskatchewan. 
The deadline for applications to 
reach regional centers is Feb. 1* 
According to the Young Canada 
Works guide to applicants the pro- 
gram is designed to 'reduce student 
summer unemployment by enabling 
established organizations to sponsor 
generating projects in areas of 

community need.' 

The key description to the kinds 
of projects which will be funded 
js found Jn the statement that pro- 
jects musf'provide worthwhile service 
or facilities to the community that 
do not duplicate or compete with 
existing services or facilities, ** 

But under the heading 'what kinds 
of projects will not be considered 
for funding* comes the statement " 
that projects must not create a com- 
munity dependency that will cease to bo 
be responded to at the termination 
of Young Canada Works funding." 
projects that "create Jobs which 
are over and above those that would 
normally exist In the community" 



will be considered for funding, but 
projects that are of the "same 
activity In the same community as 
a Job creation project that was funded 
the previous year" will not be 
considered* NUS's O'Connor 

says the list of qualifications and 
conditions listed are often contra- 
dictory and are"almost impossible 
to meet*** 

- He said he suspects that when the 
final applications are considered 
the government will be forced to 
loosen the guidelines or be 
politically embarassed by the lack 
of funded projects. 

Travelling puppet shows and 
adventure playgrounds will be 
the kind of projects again 

supported through this kind of 
program O'Connor says because 
like the OFY program, it does 
not help in long term or contin- 
uous projects which are needed 
by the community but not al- 
ready there. 

Federal New Democrat MP John 
Rodrtquez (Nickel Belt) is less 



critical of Young Canada Works. 
He says he tlilnks the program 
will help to "take up the stack 
of 30,000 .students when that 
(the OFY program) was can- 
cel led," 

Hodriquez says he hopes this 
program will attract more 
lower income students and he 
thinks the program can gener- 
ate .some necessary projects. 

He cited the lack of recrea- 
tional programs I n his Stidbury 

area and the difficulty of 
getting dramatic arts programs 
tn French as examples ot poss- 
ible projects. He says Ue is dls? 
satisfied with tlie early closing 
date for applications. 

"I hope to extend that date 
to Hie first of March/'he said. 

As part of the overall Canada 
works program RodrloueL 
says It "sounds sound". 

Ottawa student manpower centre 
supervisor Brian Curry said ho 
thinks about 120 students will 
find Jobs throughthe program 
in theottawa area this summer. 



He said the system forcing 
project managers (they arc the 
leaders of the projects and get 
paid slightly more) to hire their 
students through the student 
manpower centres wilimake Et 
difficult for people simply hire 
their friends for a project. 

Although there Is a provision 
for individuals to apply for 
funding, provided they get lett- 
ers from local organizations 

1 or agencies stating why they 
would not sponsor the project 
Curry said bluntly, "You have 
to have a sponsor, really." 
He said although applications 
have been available in the main 
Ottawa centre since the meddle 
of December only a few students 
have picked them up. Another 
centre In the city reported that 
only a few requests about the pro 
gram had been made. That cen- 
tre had never received any 
application forms. 

Curry said most of his time had 
teen spent sending the applica- 
tions and groups which he thinks 



mlghltake advantage of the money, 
He said he thought there was 
no need to extend the deadline. 



Supervisors of projects for the 

Eastern Ontario region report- 
ed problems in the publicity for 

Young Canada Works program. 

They seemed to agree with 
statements made by a public 
relations officer for the depart- 
ment who said the main problem 
was not difficulties with the 
programs planning but with the 
attempts to explain what It was 
all about. Criticisms of this 
kind of student summer employ 
ment plan have not Just recently 
been voiced however. 

On October 13 , 1976 in a let- 
ter to Cullen the National Union 
of Students staled that job crea- 
tion projects ''should be funded 
on aloog-term basis. 1 *

On Wednesday the general council of the Student's General 
Association (SGA) will bo meeting to consider a proposal from 
their External Affairs Committee. The committee is suggesting 
that a daylong moratorium of classes to protest the one hundred 
dollar tuition fee hike be h*M on Tinrsday February 11. A .wa- 
torium is like a boycott except that and alternative to going to 
classes is provided. (You do more than Just stay at home) 

A» y wav, something Ilk* tills costs money so the Ex'ernal 
ATfairs Committee is approaching the SG*. for endorsement and 
casn. Several of the people on the committee liavs been involved 
In similar actions in the past. Most of them wsre Involved in 
planning last year's Jan. 21 boycott and National Student's Day. 
Most of them were also supporters of the October 11 day of Pro- 
test. Exparien:e is no problem. 

T.nis action is taking place at the suggestion of the Ontario 
Federation of Students. Supposedly all Colleges and Universities 
a-.ross the provin e will hold at least a half-day moratorium. The 
local people here thought a half-day moratorium was pretty a;!nin» 
so they decided on a whole day. 

OFS is hoping that with enough support, the government win be 
forced to backdwu The reason they waited this long to take 
action was bacause they weren't sure thf if student constituents 
supported them. So two mouths after the announcement they decid- 
ed It was time to move. 

One of th* main re i.v.s for this particular tactic is to force 
the attention of the m? la on the plight of students. Asbivly 1 think 
thc plight of students Is a pretty phony excuse. 

Most of the stud nts here probably couldn't care loss if the 
tuition went up. V.va that's not quite right, they m y have to drlift 
a Vudred dollars worth less of beer. But most of them/you will 
be able to get the money from somewhere, (mommy) 

The real focus of the tuition foe protest should be on the fact 
that there are any tuition foes at all. The breakdown of people 
attending a university or college shows that a Tisproportionate 
number corns from the prlvlledgcd classes. Those w'n can 
afford to send their kids to school. A fowof the peasants com.* 
butusualtyot great sacrifice. A hell of a lot more dm! come 
because they can't afford to. 

That doesn't mean that only the rich support the school system 
In fact, every student's education is subsidized ^o the tune of BOTr 
by taxes. And most taxation Is regressive so that the workers and 
peasants pay a disproportionate share of the money ttiu* keeps 
places like Laurontian going. 

Taxes keep elementary and high school free for all. Yet when 
you get to univorstiy which is also funded by taxes, everyone sud- 
denly has to pay. Least of all the students. 

Because the students are few protecting their own interests. 
Perpetuating their own class and the Inequalities of our system. 
Most students are here bacause they can afford to and because they 
want to get a good job; hopefully one that doesn't require working 
too hard, probably one that exploits other people. 

So '.ell me about the plight of students and I'll tell you that the 
plight of students is drinking too much Iwer. Tell me it's going 
to stop people from coming and I'll toll you that tuition already 
does. Let's talk about the plight of the working people and you'll 
tell me they're too stupid, aid don't work hard enoujh. 

In 
In the 195Q's in New York, professors opened a university that was 
free to at! the people. They devoted their spare time to teaching 
at the University.
